LONDON, March 5.—Liberal reunion is being 
forced on by circumstances outside the party 
as well as within. There are grave difficulties 
in the Cabinet circle. Hicks-Beach is no doubt 
an able and energetic man, but he has been 
fairly broken down by the fatal worries of the 
Irish oflice, the strain of which whitened 
Trevelyan’s hair, shortened Forster’s life and 
is telling on the rather quick-tempered gen- 
tleman who now vainiy attempts to govern 
Ireland. Nothing could be more unfortunate 
than the manner in which, ina sudden burst 
of impatience, he uttered the dubious sen- 
tences which set the Irish benches on flame 
Thursday, and provoked a savage outburst 
over the constabulary vote. But his impa- 
tience is the natural result of the troubles he 
has gone, and is going, through. Precisely 
the same signs show themselves in the case of 
Trevelyan in the last few weeks of his tenure 
ofoffice. Isaythis because I hear much of 
the facts which may tend to keep Beach away 
fromthe Treasury Bench, not for a few days 
only. 

, THE COERCION BILL, 
it is definitely announced, will not be a drastic 
measure. It will give to two magistrates 
special powers for summarily im- 
prisoning men charged with boycotting 
or other agrarian offenses. It is 
said the Unionist pressure has also 
induced Salisbury to follow Gladstone’s old 
precedent and mingle coercion with concilia- 
tion inthe shape of a land bill based on the 
recommendations of rent commission, the 
two measures to run pari passu in the Lords 
and Commons.

proaches fast.’’

Arthur J. Balfour, Secretary of State for 
Scotland, has been appointed to succced 
him.

THE PUBLIC CONSISTORY. 


Cardinals Gibbons and Taschereau to be 
Hatted March 17—Next Year’s Jubilee, 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

ROME, March 5.—[Copyright, 1887.]—The 
public consistory at which Cardinals Gibbons 
and Taschereau will be hatted, has been fixed 
for March 17. Three days previous to that 
date the secret consistory will be held in the 
Pala Ducale, without the presence of the 
American Cardinals. His Holiness had de- 
termined to postpone the consistory to 
March 30, in deference to the death of Cardinal 
Jacobini, but, as will be seen, he has thought 
best not to defer the ceremony. 
At the meeting no reference will 
be made to the question of labor in its 
relation to the church in America, nor will 
anything be said for or against Father Mc- 
Glynn. Both of the matters will be settled 
privately by the Vatican through Cardinal 
Simeoni. It is expected that the prefect of the 
Propaganda Fide will shortly receive certain 
papers from Archbishop Kenrick of St. Louis 
and from the Archbishop of Santa Fe in which 
they defend their action in voting against the 
interest of the Knights of Labor at the tate 
Third Plenary Council. 

CARDINAL TINDARO. 

One of the latest rumors is that Cardinal 
Tindaro, lately elevated to the Sacred College, 
isto be made Papal Secretary of State. He 
was formerly Auditor and Secretary of the 
Papal Mission at Madrid, when Cardinal, then 
Mer. Simeoni was Nuncio there. He now fills 
the office of Secretary of the Propaganda for 
the affairs of the Oriental Rite, and is also 
Secretary for Extraordinary Ecclesiastical 
affairs. He is highly esteemed for his great 


learning and piety. 
THE JUBILEE. 


During the jubilee to be held here next year 
in commemoration of the fiftieth anniversary 


Sir Arthur Balfour Appointed to the Va-

the event. Among them will be three Jesuits, 
viz: The ‘‘blessed’’ John Berchmans, the

actual ceremonies of the canonization there 
is nothing very striking or glittering beyond 
what is ordered for all grand papal masses, 
etc. 

Bishop Keane of Richmond, who left for the 
seashore a week ago, for the benefit of his 
health, has returned to Rome much benefited 
by his trip. He will remain here with Bishop 
Ireland of St. Paul to witness the investiture of 
the American Cardinals. 


Bulgaria. 


ORDER RESTORED. 

Sorta, March 5.—Nine of the Rustchuk rebels 
have been sentenced to death. The Consuls 
of the various Powers at Rustchuk have urged 
a postponement of the carrying out of the 
sentence. The other troops who took part in 
the insurrection have been sentenced to 
prison. Capt. Bollman, charged with being 
one of the leaders of the insurrection, and 
who claimed to be a Russian subject, has 
sought German protection. Order prevails 
everywhere in Bulgaria to-day. 

A dispatch from Mons, sent later than the 
one conveying the above intelligence, says 
that 120 of the men who were in the mine at 
the time of the explosion were killed. It had 
not been possible at the time the dispatch was 
sent to reach the bodies of the victims. 


Italy. 


THE OLD CABINET RESUMES. 

ROME, March 5.—Prime Minister Depretis 
and his colleagues held a conference, which 
lasted two hours, to-day. lt was decided to 
obey King Humbert’s commands to resume 
their portfolios. 


Sweden. 


THE RIGSTAG DISSOLVED. 
STOCKHOLM, March 5.—King Oscar has dis- 
solved the Rigstag for refusing to vote the 

estimates asked by the Government. 


Belgium. 


A MINE HORROR. 

BRUSSELS, March 5.—An explosion ofa fire 
damp occurred to-day in a colliery at Quareg- 
non, four miles from Mons. The explosion 
shattered the roofs and galleries so that many 
of them fell. One hundred and forty miners 
are entombed, but it is not yet known whether 
any are killed. On account of the blockade of 
the passages the work of rescue is slow and 
difficult. 


The Dominion. 


JUSTLY ALARMED. 
OTTAWA, Ont., March 5.—The people of 


British Columbia are becoming alarmed at the 
unprotected position of their coast, in view 
of which the Legislature of that province has 


just passed aresolution calling the attention 
of the Dominion Government to the fact and 
urging that fmmediate stéps may be taken to 
givethem better security in event of England 
being drawn into war with any other foreign 
power. itis represented that the few heavy 
guns there are in the province are all mounted 
on rotten carriages, and are of an obsolete 
pattern, while the handful of militia the pro- 
vince boasts of are inadequate to quell even 
local disturbances. Many of the militiamen 
are still armed with smooth-bore muz- 
zie-loading guns, which were manufactured 
as far back as 1859. Word has been received 
here that the British Government have 
dispatched five additional war vessels to the 
Northern Pacific station,including the Pelican, 
Wild Swan and Triumph, and two gunbéats. 
This is being done forthe protection of the 
new dry docks and naval stores at Esquimault. 
A RAILROAD MAN’S OPINION. 

MONTREAL, March 5.—There was con- 
siderable discussion onthe streets vyester- 
day over the passage of the Edmunds’ retal- 
fatory bill by both Houses of Congress, and 
the signing of it by the President. Traffic 
Manager Olds of the Canadian Pacific Railroad, 
said: ‘‘Il regard the whole question as one of 
marine interest, confined to a limited 
area and only connected with the 
fishing question. My opinion is that if ar- 
rangements are made for a regular ocean 
serviceto other markets for cured fish, Cana- 
dian fishing industries would only suffer tem- 
orarily. Icannotimagine that the bill has 
een passed except for political purposes, 
There is a possibility that certain annoyances 
may arise out of customs transactions, but I 
do not — would last long. 


THE FINANCIAL SITUATION, 


How Money Is Affected by War News and 
the Interstate Commerce Law. 


NEw YORK, March 5.—The Post in its finan- 
cial article says: The first two hours of busi- 
ness the market, though firm, was almost at a 
standstill. The amount of trading was nearly 
the smallest in the same hours this 
year, and the range of fluctuations 
was perbaps narrower than in any 
similar length of time for six months. 
There was neither news nor rumors to affect 
the market. London was doing a)most noth- 
ing. Asregardsethe features of the general 
situation, which have an influence on prices, 
attention is now concentrated almost entirely 
upon the prospective rates for money during 
the next six weeks, consequently the 
bank statement at 12 o’clock was waited 


for with more than customary interest. When 
it was unnounced, showing a reduction of 


! $2,340,950, in the surplus reserve, the market 


fell off about 4%@% per cent, but when it was 
remembered that the statement, though tech- 
nically unfavorable was apparently made 
on ‘‘risimg’’ averages for the week, 
and that the gains of the banks in 
specie from the Sub- Treasury payments in the 
last days of the week were not fully reflected, 
the stock market firmed up a little. Another 
qualifying feature in the money situation is 
that the losses of the banks in reserve are 
largely due to the continuous movement of 
currency to the interior which  indi- 
cates increasing activity in general 
business and therefore gives promise of con- 
tinued good railroad earnings. The remoter 
causes of the dead-lock in the stock market 
are dubious feelings about the effects of the 
interstate commerce law which ,z0es into effect 
in April and the possibility of war in Europe, 
Both of these count for a great deal in 
causing the inactivity of the market, but, 
aside from these, the strongest interests are 
in favor of higher prices. The bear contin- 
gent, however, keeps at work. Yesterday 
they bid money up to7 per cent in the after- 
noon, though the fictitious character of the 
rate was shown by the fact thatat the close of 
business it was offered at 4. The fact thas 
money is a littie higher for reguiar discounts 
on business paper than a month ago, is only 
evidence of increased activity in general 
trade.

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Judge Amos M. Thayer Ascends 
the Federal Bench To-Day. 


Imposing Ceremonies in the District 
Court at Noon. 


The Room Profusely Decorated with Flow- 
ers and Filled with Ladies and Gentle- 
men—Judge Treat’s Farewell Address— 
Mr. Broadhead’s Speech in Presenting 
the Portrait—Judge Thayer Sworn In 
by Judge Brewer—The Ceremonies in 


Detail. 


The ceremonies attending the retirement of 
Judge Samuel Treat from the bench of the 
United States District Court, after thirty years 
judicial service, took place to-day at noon. 
The occasion will long be remembered for 
the proceedings were of the most imi- 
pressive character. It was one of the 
largest gatherings of bench and bar and of 
men of prominence in professional and busi- 
ness life ever witnessed in this city. The 
spacious court-room was crowded in every 
part, and the entire space within the bar was 
reserved for past and present members of the 
bench of the various State courts,all of whom 
were present as a mark of respect to 
the retiring Federal Judge. The jury 
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seats were filled with ladies and the members 
of the bar occupied every inch of space in the 
rows of seats set apart for witnesses and the 
general public, while the court officials 
crowded around the clerk’s railing. The new 
court-room bas not held such a distinguished 
audience since the dedication of the new Cus- 
tom-house building. 

The bench was appropriately decorated for 
the occasion. There were flowers and potted 
plants in profusion, and on the center- 
panel were traced in ivy the figures 1857-1887, 
denoting the period of service of the retir- 
ing Judge. On the table to the 
right stood an exquisite floral de- 
sign in roses representing the scales of 
Justice. On the left was a floral shield of 
beautiful design, and above the bench was a 
tasteful fioral token of esteem from Mayor 
Francis in behalf of the pe ple of St. Louis, 
among whom Judge Treat bas lived for forty- 
six vears. A choice bouquet was placed 
infront of the Judge’s chairinthe center. 
On the wall panel to the left ofthe bench was 
the veiled portraitof the retiring Judge, a 
life-size, by Eichbaum, presented to the 
Court by the bar. Judges Rom- 
bauer, Thompson, Lindley, Normile, 
Boyle, Lubke, Adams, Dillon, Valliant, 
Seddon, Gantt, Bakewell, Barclay and 
other members ofthe State bench past and 
present sat immediately in front of the coun- 
sel table and behind them were observed D.P.

MR. BROADHEAD’S ADDRESS. 

In making the presentation speech Mr. 
Broadhead said that he hud been chosen by 
the members of the bar practicing in the court 
present, on their behalf, a portrait of Judve 
Treat.

those who have known him best and

Mr. Broadhead then gavea brief resume of 
Judge Treat’s life, relating that he was born at 
Portsmouth, N, H., on December i7, 1815.

At the age of 16 he had completed his educa- 
tion at that school, and fof one year after he 
served as teacherinthe school. In 1833 he en- 
tered Harvard University. In 1838 he com- 
menced the stuacy of law. Inthe year 184] he 
came to St. Louis and after examination was 
admitteed to the bar by Judge Mullanphy. 
In 1849 he was appointed by Gov. 
King as Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas. In 1857 he was appointed to 
the Judgeship of the Court of the Eastern Ju- 
dicial District of Missouri, a court especially 
established to cover the needs of litigation at 
that time,and was the first judge of that court. 
Continuing, Mr. Broadhead said: 


‘‘This day closes the thirtieth year of his 
service on the bench of thatcourt. It has 
has been an arduous service.

LOCAL POLITICS. 


The Labor Convention to Be Held March 
11—Notes and Gossip. 


The older parties will have to calculate on a 
third quantity in the municipal election next 
April. The Union Labor party, through its 
Executive Committee, composed of C. W. 
Bovard, Chairman; Owen Miller, Secretary; 
Charlies Nolan, John B. Williams, John 
Eberlin, John ©. Annis and Gustave O. 
Lachnit, has issued a call for a delegate con- 
vention to be held at 7 p. m., March 11, at 
the Apollo Theater, Fourth and Poplar 
streets, for the purpose of nominating 
candidates for the Council and House of Dele- 
gates and the selectton of a campaign com- 
mittee. The following rules have been 
adopted concerning the Convention: 

‘*Representation to the Convention shall be 
from ward clubs of the Union Labor Party, 
Land and Labor Clubs, Trades Unions and 
Knights of Labor Local Assemblies, and shall 
be apportioned as follows: Each of said or- 
ganizations shall be entitled to three (3) dele- 
gates for the first 100 members or less, and 


one (1) additional delegate for each 
additonal 100 - members or majority 
fraction thereof; credentials to be 


Signed by the Chairman and Secretary 
of the organizations electing such delegates. 
Blank forms of credentials will be furnished 
to each organization entitled to representa- 
tion; and credentials of all delegates must be 
returned to the secretary of this committee at 
the office of The Néw Order, 520 Pine street, on 
or before Friday, March 11, 1887, at 12 m., so 
that the roli may be made up andthe work of 
organization facilitated.’’ 

In accordance with the decision of the Cin- 
cinnati Conventionthe party will be known 
hereafter as the Union Labor Party instead of 
the United Labor Party, as it was gem@ 
erally styled at the November 
election. The leaders of the movement 
expect better resuits from the coming 


campaign than were gathered after the No- 
vember elections. The party had only or- 
ganized at the Apolio Theater a short time 
before the last election, and the details of 
ward organization were far from conipilete. 
For this reason the vote was not held together 
80 as to be effective. They believe now, how- 


€ver, that the party can, by organizing 
early, hold its own vote, and, by  put- 
ting up good men, will catch a non- 


lnboriug vote which will elect its nominees. 
On this point of drawing out a controliing re- 
spectable vote, the Executive Committeeinen 
express themselves as ftollows: ‘‘Realizing 
that to the inaction of good citizens alone is 
due the fact thut the worst elements of the 
Democratic and Repubiican partfes hold the 
legislative power in this and ail other vreat 
American eities, the Union Labor party asks, 
and confidently expects, the co-operation of 
ali citizens who oppose machine politics, 
bribery and all forms of corruption in the 
conduct ot municipal affairs.’’ 

Ly seiting the date so early the leaders hope 
to enlist the laboring vote before the older 
parties suc. eed in gaining over the working- 
men. No candidates for seats in either the 
upper orthe lower house have yet come for- 
ward in the Union Labor party.

Visiting Knights who Waded Knee-Deep in 
Velvet Carpets— Plush Furniture and 
Other Rich Furnishings—Lady Clerks 
at Mahogany Desks—A Big Coal Strike 
Averted., 


NEW YorK, March 5.—The Philadelphia 
Press of this morning says: The magnificence 
of the Knights of Labor new headquarters on 
North ; Broad street this city, is exciting 
wide comment among the members of. the 
great organization all over the country. Dele- 
gations from distant cities who have visited 
the new establishment express their astonish- 
ment at its grandeurand elegance. Most of the 
Knights in Philadelphia, at least those who 
have entered the new headquarters, are proud, 
and yet surprised, at the character of the 
place; proud that their order can boast owner- 
ship of it and is able to provide such quarters 
for its general officers, and surprised that an 
organization of -workingmen, entertaining 
principles of the plainest and most practical 
sort imaginable should give countenance to 


luxury and extravagance by fitting up 
its central office on the style of 
the North Broad _ street establishment. 
The building, with its brown’ stone 


front, its elegant furnishings, equipments and 
conveniences, has already heen described in 
detail by the press. How its floors are cov- 
ered with suinptuous rugs and Wilton and 
Brussels carpets; how its stairways are built 
with heavy wooden balusters, its halls lightea 
from windows of stained . lass, its rooms 
adorned with plush furniture, frescoed walls, 
inlaid marble mantels, large plate mirrors 
and fine lace curtains. All these points bave 
been noted, and humble Knights of Labor 
have gazed on them with 
WONDER AND DELIGHT. 

This week a delegation from Newark, N. J., 
consisting of Messrs. Freil and O'Connor, 
representing the Essex Trades Assembly,caine 
to this city to have an interview with General 
Master Workman Powderly for the purpose of

**Dozens and dozens of clerks, nostlv women, 
were sitting at polished desks, and they did 
not seem to have anything else to do than to 
look around them. Electric bells, fine car- 
pets and rugs and mirrors and chandeliers 
and all the rest of it, compelled us to believe 
that we were in Vanderbilt's mansion,’’ 

Opinion here among the Knights in some 
quarters is similar, but for the most part the 
rineinbers of the order are, as stated above, 
gratified at the purchase of the North broad 
street property for general headquarters. 
The maj rity may be said to be pleased with 
the new establishmdnt. 


A Strike Averted. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 5.—The threatened 
strike in the Clearfield County coal regions has 
been ayerted. A dispatch from Bellefonte 
states that the operators and miners have 
signed an agreement providing that the price 
of mining from Marci 1, 18 to be 50 cents 
per gross ton of 2,240 pounds; a check- 
weighman isto be employed on each tipple 
and bis wages are to be collected in the offices; 
the pay-day is to be the third Saturday of each 
month; andthe men are to be free to trade in 
what stores ‘hey please; wages are to be paid 
infull in cash after deductions for oil, 
powder, cotton, fuel, rent and =  smith- 
ing; wages for dead work are to 
bessettlied by the superintendent and one 
minerat each mine, andif they fail to avree, 
bv a disinterested third party. Other labor is 
to be based+on the price hitherto ruling when 
mininz was 50 cents a ton, the asrreement is to 
continue as long as 50 cents a ton and monthly 
payment continue in Georges Creek.

AN ILL-FATED BARK. 


Two Captains Die, the Third Suicides and 
the Vessel Is Wrecked. 


Er Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH 

New YORK, March 5.—The iron bark Argo 
lies on the rocks under Fort Picolet, at the 
entrance to the harbor at Cape Haytien. 
Other vessels have gone to pieces on the same 
rock, but special interest surrounds the Argo, 
for ber loss was unnecessary. Her last 
voyage was an eventi{ul one, and the 
crew of this prosaic German bark had 


almost as many adventures as did the 
sailors on the ancient galley of the same name. 
Littie goid, however, eitber in the form ofa 
fleece or in the more convenient form of coin, 
has rewarded them. Capt. Kelly of the steam- 
ship Ozama, which arrived yesterday from 
Haytien ports, brought the story of the un- 
fortunate bark to this port The Argo was 
buiit at Hamburg in 1875, and her owner is M. 
G. Amsinck. She was 203 feet long, 33 feet 
beam, 20 feet in depth and of 984tons burden. 
Capt. Stick was in command when she left 
Rangoon for what proved to be the last voyage 
of both captain aud bark. Rio de Janeiro wus 
the port of destination. All went well at first. 
Rough weather was encountered, but the 
vessel bowied merrily along toward Rio. 
When afew more days would have brought 
her into port, Capt. Stick fell ill, and died be- 
fore land was sighted. His body was buried 
at sea. The mate took command. In aday 
or two Rio waa reached, and there part of the 
cargo was discharged and more taken on, | 
The Argo’s voyage was not finished. She, 
was to follow up the coast, stopping at | 
various ports. When all was ready for 
starting, yellow fever seized the captain, 
who had been the mate, and he, too, 
died. The second officer, named Williams, | 
was then putin command, and the Argosailed 
northward. Two captains had died on board 
in one voyage. The sailors began to think 
that fate bad marked that bark and her com- 
manders for destruction. St. Thomas was 
sighted, and for a day the Argo rode at anchor 
in the harbor. Then she sailed for Cape 
Haytien, and herthird captain congratulated 
himself that the voyage was nearly done. The 
sallors had recovered their spirits, and visions 
of disaster haunted them less. How nearly | 
done it was for the vessel the captain did not | 
guess. When Cape Haytien came into view on | 
| 


February 13, the captain stood at the wheel. 

Suddenly there was a bump and the grinding 

told that the Argo was on the rocks. Then | 
the third and final tragedy of the Argo’s Jast | 
voyage was enacted. The captain rushed be- | 
low. Not oneof the crew had a thought of | 
what wasin his mind. He came tearing up | 
the companionway and the startled crew saw | 
arevolver in hishand. They wondered what | 
he intended to do. Their wonder turned 
tohorror. The captain leaped to the rail, 
placed the revolver at his head, fired, | 
and, with a cry, toppled over the side of 

the vessel. Not a trace of his body was 
seen again. As soon as the crew recovered | 
from their horror they took to the boats and | 
rowed ashore. Hardly had they landed, | 
when, looking back, they saw the Argo glide 
off the rocks. With all sails set and no one at | 
the wheel she started on a short and final | 
cruise. For halfan hour she cruised the har- 

bor, then she struck the rocks again, this 

time to stay until broken up. The crew re- 

turned to Germany on a ship which sailed 

soon afterwards. G Amsinck is the agent in 

this city, but kuows nothing about the Argo, 

as she was not consigned to this port. 


THE BRAZILIAN FLOUR TRADE, 


An English Project Which Will Prove Ruin- 
ous for the American Traders.

CAUSE OF THE FAILURE OF THE LARGE 
APPROPRIATION BILLS. 


The Telephone Suits Dropped for Want of 


an Appropriation—W ashington’s Water

Items for Coast Defenses—No Reduction 
of Taxes.

WaSHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—The appro- 
priation bills passed last year footed up $264,- 
000,000. This yearthey will not go beyond 
$260,000,000, but this is owing principally to 
the failure of three appropriation bills and the 
defeat of one or two measures calling for very 
large amounts of money. Threeof the ap- 
propriation bills failed. The river and harbor 
bill appropriated $10,000,000. This received 
& pocket veto. The President tried 
to examine the bill last evening, but gave it 
up after three hours’ work. He withheld 
his signature because it did not reach him in 
time. The deficiency bill also fell. This ap- 
propriated over $15,000,000. The President was 
much interested in the passage of this meas- 
ure. In it were the appropriations for carry- 
ing on the Government suits against the Bell 
Telephone Company and for the payment of 
$25,000 advanced by the Department of Justice 
tothe special counsel employed last year. 
This measure also contained $2,000,000 for 


the Central Pacific Road upon a claim 
for transportation. This part of the 
bill was cut out before the Con- 


ference Committee reached an understanding. 
The House conferees peremptorily refused to 
give this $2,000,000 to this road as long as it 
was so deeply indebted to the Government. 
This deficiency bill also comprehended a num- 
ber of important claims, such as money for 
the increase of the water supply of Washing-

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 5.—The Nogales, 
Ariz., Bulletin of yesterday says that fhurs- 
day night Lieut. Guiteriz with four armed 
Mexican soldiers, crossed the bridge over a 
creek and came into the United States terri- 
tory.

The Election Muddle More Confasing Than 
Ever—Gossip and Personals. 


The City Council held an important meeting 
yesterday evening, The purpose for which 
the meeting was called was to decide whether 
it would be advisable to establish polling 
places and appoint judges and clerks in de- 
fiance of the new election law. When Mayor 
Joyce called the meeting to order the follow- 
ing Aldermen were present: Messrs. Shea, 
Mengus, Jr., Stack, Bird and Egan. A resolu- 
tion was introduced calling an election for 


Tuesday, April 5, establishing polling places 
and appointing judges and clerks. 
A vote was taken on the  resolu- 
tion and it was carried by a vote 


of four to one. The Mayor, before announcing 
the vote, arose and beganto speak of thein- 
advisability of attempting to act in opposition 
to the new election law which he said took 
away the power of the Council to appoint 
udges and clerks of election and invested it 
n the Board of Election Commissioners. 

While he was talking Aldermen Hames, Cun- 
ningbam and Russell came in, and when they 
had taken their seats Mayor Joyce called 
upon the clerk to read the resolution. 
This was done, and the Mayor then instructed 
bim to call the roll.. The result was a tie vote, 
Aidermen Shea, Stack, Bird and Mengus voting 
in favor of the resolution and the other four 
Aldermen against it. The Mayor then an- 
nounced that he would vote with the opposi- 
tion, and declared that the resolution had 
been defeatec. An adjournment was then 
taken until this afternoon at4 o'clock. Theim- 
pression was general last evening that the 
attempt of the administration party to es- 
tablish separate polling places had been 
frustrated by the secession of some of their 
own members, and there was considerable 
rejoicing, for the sentiment of the people is 
strongly in favor of the new law. It was 
ascertained this morning, however, that such 
Was notthe case,and that there will be two sets 
ot polls on election day. The City Clerk, who 
has in his possession the minutes of the meet- 
ing could not be found this morning, but Al- 
dermen Stack and Mengus were seen, and 
they said positively that the first vote taken 
was on the resolution as a whole, and not on 
the first partof it calling un election for Anril 
5, as many had erroneously believed. They 
say it so appears in the minutes.
